not bt‘ leA than ^tl.tKitt a day. 

The a)»plieat ion of the Empire City cliili for the 
services of tlie Pinkerton agency was met by tlie 
reply tliat the .Tockey Club did not control tiiis 
agency, and tliat no rule or regulation existed 
reipiiring the agency. 'Ihe stewards, liowever, 
interposed no obj»>etion to the employment <i)' Ihe 
Pinkerton agency in iiolicing tlie grounds.
